Dear Licensee:

This is in reference to the request filed August 16, 2016, on behalf of the Trustees of Indiana
University (“IU”). IU has scheduled construction work for W270BH and another translator, but
the antenna for W270BH has not yet been delivered. IU requests Special Temporary Authority
(STA) to complete construction in accordance with construction permit BMPFT-20160713ABYV,
but operate with a different antenna and at 0.018 kW ERP until the new antenna can be delivered
and installed.

STA facilities are expected to maintain, as closely as practicable, the licensed service area
without extending it. In the present instance, we find that at 0.018 kW ERP, the 60 dBu contour
of this temporary facility would extend beyond the current location of the licensed 60 dBu
contour. But at 0.005 kW, the STA facility will essentially replicate existing licensed 60 dBu
coverage. Therefore, the request for STA IS HEREBY GRANTED but with the ERP reduced to
0.005 kW:

Channel 270D (101.9 MHz)

Effective radiated power: 0.005 kilowatts (H&V) — ERP IS LIMITED TO 5 WATTS
above ground: 136 meters
above mean sea level: 382 meters
above average terrain: 159 meters

IU must use whatever means are necessary to protect workers and the public from

radiofrequency exposure in excess of the Commission's exposure guidelines. See 47 CFR §
1.1310.
